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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1, 4 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by the Kim 
reference (US Patent 6,1 14,891). 

Kim discloses in figure 6 a complementary signal generator for outputting 
complementary positive-phase and antiphase signals (i.e., N5 and HI have opposite levels) that 
vary between a first logical value and a second logical value (i.e., low and high), comprising a 
signal forming unit (15, 16) for outputting a positive-phase intermediate signal being in phase 
with an input signal N2 varying between the first logical value and the second logical value to a 
positive-phase intermediate node (output node of 16), and an antiphase intermediate signal 
antiphase to the input signal to an antiphase intermediate node (output of 17); a positive-phase 
signal output part (node N5); an antiphase signal output part (node HI); and a first connecting 
means Tl connected among the positive-phase intermediate nodes the antiphase intermediate 
notes the positive-phase signal output part, and the antiphase signal output part and having a first 
control terminal for receiving a first control signal CLKB produced in synchronism with a state 
change of the input signal from the first logical value to the second logical value, and for 
simultaneously transferring the second logical value of the positive-phase intermediate signal 
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and the first logical value of the antiphase intermediate signal to a the positive-phase signal 
output part and the antiphase signal output part, respectively as required by claims 1 and 4. 

As to claim 6, the first connecting means Tl is shown as a pass-gate which is known for 
passing or inhibiting a signal. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims have been considered but are moot in view 
of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 2, 3, 5 and 7 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: the 
prior art of record fails to disclose an apparatus comprising elements being configured as recited 
in claims. Specifically, none of the prior art teaches or fairly suggests, among other things, the 
limitation "driving means for individually setting respective states of the positive-phase signal 
output part and the antiphase signal output part to the first logical value and the second logical 
value" as required by claim 2; and "a second connecting means 9 ' as recited in claim 3.
